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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609.04(a) states, 
"the list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a 
separate paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner on 
form PTO-892, they have not been considered. 

Drawings

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as hisinvention. 

4. Regarding claim 1 , the phrase 11 preferably " renders the claim indefinite because 
it is unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed 
invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claim 1, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Buchalski 
(USPN 5,489,063). 

With respect to claim 1, Buchalski (USPN 5,489,063) shows a continuous 
seamless wall (14)(16)(18)(20) with a periphery, the periphery having no folded gussets 
and is polygonal in shape (fig. 3), said periphery also having a top peripheral portion and 
a bottom peripheral portion, and a bottom surface (12), the bottom surface (12) being 
seamlessly joined to said bottom peripheral portion. The bottom surface (12) being 
made of a thermoplastic polymeric material. Buchalski discloses, "plastic materials, 
including , without limitation, polypropylene .polyethylene ,PET or copolymers of the 
foregoing"(col. 3 In 24). A set of at least two flaps (24)(26)(28)(30), said flaps being 
joined seamlessly to the top peripheral portion at joining lines (14a)(16a)(18a)(20a) 
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located on said top peripheral portion, said flaps (24)(26)(28)(30) are made of same 
thermoplastic polymeric material, the joining lines being adapted to form flexural, and 
preferable living, hinges (40) along substantially straight lines, said thermoplastic 
polymeric. Buchalski discloses the container being made form polypropylene. Since 
applicant discloses their container being made from polypropylene, the polypropylene of 
Buchalski has the inherent property of having a glass transition temperature of at least - 
(negative) 20 degrees Celsius.
